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N equivalent for Thoulon is the pre- 

fent Subjeé&t—And I ftarted a very 

; odd one in the laft Paper, viz. the 
Conqueft of Portugal—~Nor do I name Por- 
tugal, in refpe& to the High Flying Letter 
Jately fent me, which talk’d in the French 
blufter of the King of Portugal running to 
Rome for fhelter; I gave no fuch heed to 
thefe fort of People ; but when J read ia the 
Publick Accounts, that the Duke of Orleans 
has Detach’d 10 French Battalions to join 
the Duke D’ Offuna on the Frontiers of Por- 
tugal, and that 6coo French more from the 
fide of Navarre, are on their march the 
fame way ; 1 maft own, I cannot but fee 
too much probability of Succefs on that fide, 
and if once they pufh heartily into Portugat, 
while the Portuguefe Army is fo weak, who 
can but apprehend the Confequence of fuch 
an Enterprize ? 


But I fhall wave any farther Difcourfe on 
this Head; 1 doubt not but the.Government 
is apprehenfive enough of this, .and fenfible 
of its Confequences, and in Conjun@ion 
with the Allies, will take effe€tual care to 
fupply the King ef Portugdl with Forces to 
refift a Power, which without that affiftance. 
muft opprefs him but too eafily. . 

I come now to another Equivalent to fet 
again& Thoulon, and which, if the French 
fhould effe&, would go a great way to Bale 
lance fuch a Lofs, and which is worfe, obe 
lige the Viétors to Face about again, and ree 
move the Seat of the War againinto Lom- 
bardy—And this is the Progrefs of the French 
Arms on the Rhine —I own the Germans are 
gathering, together on the Xbine, and a¢ 
daft tho” late they feem to promife- a Force 
to look the French Army in the Face 5 but 


we fee the French have yet fuch aoe

“ble thoughts of theis- Reinforcements, tho’ - 
by our Accountsthey amount to 12000 Men, 
that they perfectly fyrround them, Ravage 
the Richelt Provinces of the Empire before 
their Faces. x ry 

If now oa thisSuccels, the French, who, 
as Ihave already obferv’d, .encréafe their 
Troops, as wellas harrafs the Enemies, 


fhould when join’d by the Detachment from ' 


Flanders, make a Detachment of 15000 
Men to Bavaria, and ftahd on the Defenfive 
with the refton the Rbine ; who fhall an- 


{wer for the Inhabitants of that Country, ° 


whofe willingne(s to revolt has but been too 
evident ?—And who, fhould their own Prince 
fhow his Face amohg them again, might foon 
‘make fuch a Body up 40000 Mens what 
force the Emperor has there to relift fuch 
an Attempt, apd what the Confequetices of 
it- might in al) rational probable Conjecture 
be, Ifhall next enquire, in which Enquiry 
may eafily be obferv’d, what a Rifque the 
whole Confederacy have run, in the fupine 
igetce: of the J/mperial irs,.and to 
what ptobable Mifchiefs the whole Affair 
hag been expos’d 3 and this is my Principal 
Defignin this Enquiry. | 
Firft, Yamto enquire whether it be pros 
able, the French may fpare fuch a Detacl® 
ment, and in anfwer to this, 1 muft obferve ; 
that by the beft Calculation I can make, 
‘the German Army, when all the Quota’s that 
are expeftéd aré come up, cannot make’ a- 
Bove 40000 Men to appear in the Field, the 
Garrifons of Landau, Phibipsiurgh, Mente, 
and other Cities excepted, which cannot 
take up lefs than 20000 Men. 
. The French, by the moft moderate Ac- 
counts we have yet feen, were 35000 Men, 
belides the Detachment made from the Gar- 
_ gifons which joyn’d chem. fincé—- And we 
cannot imagine, but wich chat Detachment, 
and the Men they have pick’d up in the 
Countries they have Ravag’d, they have 
added 19009 Men to that number ; out of 
ehefe it cannot be difficult to join 7e00 
Men to the Bsvgiss, who are marching 
from Flanders, who we are told will by De- 
tachments from the Mofelle be 80co Men; 
thefe, together with che Duke of Bevaris 
atthe Head of them, with a fwitt and: te- 
folute’ March, and a Motion of the. French 
Army to favour them, glay but with too 
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much eafé, add too lHetle Oppoficion, tra-. 


verfe the Circle of Swabia, and enter Bava 
ria at once. ae 

Nor will any Man fay, but the appearance 
of the Duke of Bavaria, among his owa Sub- 
je4s at this time, would be as good as 20000 
Men, if he have but a fupply of Arms and 
Ammunition, to putthem in a, Pofture of 
fhowing their Affeéion to him, and re- 
venging the Cruelties of their Enemies. 

I could defcend toa great many Particu 

larshere, and fhow how unable the /mpe- 
rial Army on the Rhine would be to follow 
them, and how every General muft {pend 
time, to have Orders from their refpective 
Principals, to admit their Troops to ferve 
on the Danubé ; how they are ‘deftitute of 
Magazines for fuch an Undertaking, and 
how .the delays of their concerting thofe 
things, would moft effe@tually give the En- 
terprize of the Frencby abundant leifure to 
take effe&. ‘ 
- I come now to the Confequence, which 
the Bavarian recovering his Country, muft 
haveupon the Affairs of the Empire— And 
in this I fhall not talk in Grofs, nor make 
wild Conjeétures, but leave all Men to 
Judge for me. 

Firft, The Emperor as he was before will 
be Infulted, even in his /mperial City, and 
they that difpute this, may do well to look 
back to the time, when the Duke of Bva- 
ria having taken Paffzu, laid all the Coun- 
try. under Contribution to the. Gates of 
Lintz, and almoft to the Diftri€ts of Vienna. 

Secondly, By the Tyrolefe, the Bavarian 
may bteak ingo Jealy, either into the Mila- 
meze or the Mantuan, and unravel all the 
Conquefts of the Duke of the Duke of Sa- 
voy 5 ia either of which Cafes, the /mperial 
Forces would be ublig’d to face about, and 
quiccing their Projedts of new Conquefts, 
take care to defend the very Perfon ot their 
Mafter the Emperor. 

I know thele' are remote Conj-ttures,. 
and I have the fatisfaétion to fee that the 
Projeét of Thoulon feems fo well. concerted, 
fo near at Hand, and fo heartily puth’d, 


that the Freach may not have time to. 


make any of chefe Attempts; and really, 
ia my weak Judgment, itis upon the prinri- 
ty of this Expedition, that all the Suc- 
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cefs of this Affair feems to depend. 

Tis certain, neither the King of Portu- 
gal nor the Emperor can defend themfelves 
againit but 20000 Men that fhould attack 
them ia the Condition they are now redu- 
ced to, and all their fafety depends upon the 
French aot being able tofpare 20000 Men 
to Attack them, which in my Opinion is 
buta very indifferent Security for any Prince 
to depend upon. 

To fuch a precarious and uncertain Con- 
dition has the Emperor reduc’d himfelf at 
the fame time, that he is Invading King- 
doms in other Places 3 and if in this weak- 
nefs of his Affairs, he is attack’d in the 
very middle of his Vi@tories, he may fall 
a Viétim for ought we fee toa very incon- 
fiderable force; but let him look to that, if 
he can make this one Attempt upon Thou- 
lon firft, and give France this humbling Blow 

—tLet him fhift for himfelf after, Ifee but 


‘few on this fide the World would care ei- 


ther to pity or help him. 

To what Hazards, to what Exigencies, 
and Diftreffes, do the Princes and Great 
Men of this World run themfelves by their 
Pride, Ambition, and covetous Excefles ? 
To Day Invading. Kingdoms, to morrow in 
Diftrefs to defend their own 3 to Day Dif- 
poffeffing leffer Princes, by their extended 
and Illegal®ower, and to morrow in Dan- 
ger of being Difpole(s'd themfelves by the 
fame Arbitrary and unreafonable Violence. 

. How might we runa Parallel here, be- 
tween thefe too Great and Ambitious Fa- 
milies, the Ploufes:of uftrie and of Bour- 
bow, «ho have alternately fill'd the Chrifti- 
an World with all fortsof Vielence, Civil 


and Ecclefiaftical ; what Seas of Blood have‘ 


they fpile in the Profecution of their vari- 
ous Defigns, and their vifible Attempts to 
finifh the Bondage of Europe, and reduce 
the reft of the Sovereignsof Chriftendom 
to their Obedience ? 

It would be too long here, to look back 
to the Houle of Auftria in its Meridian 
Grandeur; when Charles V. went a much 
greater length, than ever Lewy XIV. has 
done, towards what we call an Univerfal 
Monarchy ; whew he poffefs’d.at once, the 
Empires of Germany, Mexicoand Peru, the 
Kingdoms of Spain, Hungary, Bobemia, Na- 


ples, Sicily, and Sardinia, the Dutchies of 
Milan and Burgundy, all the Spanifh Nether- 
lands, all the United Provinctes— And afl 
thofe Kingdoms and vaft Traéts in America, 
we now call the Spavifh Weft-Iidies, with 
the Kingdom of Tunis, and all the Coaft 
of Afric on the Mediterranean Sea—- Had 
at the fame time, the King of Bagland his 
Ally and Confederate, the King of France, 
and one of the Bleétors of the Empire his 
Prifoners; he had the moft Powerful. At- 
mies, and the beft Soldiers in the World— 
He fac’d the Great Turk, Solyman the Mag- 
nificenc, with an Army of 60000 Horfe and 
Dragoons, and 120000 Foot all old Difci- 
plin’d Troops, ready and eager to have En- 
gag’d the Turks, who had then 400000 Men 
in his Army, but durft not Fight him. 

How have we feen this formidable Houfe 
reduc’d !'‘on his Death it was reduc’d: inte 
two Monarchies, Philip of Spain the Son to 
the Emperor, gets all Spain, America, Italy, 
andthe Low Countries, Rodolph his Brother 
gets the Empire, all the Hereditary Coun- 
tries and the Kingdom of Hungary. 

Ina few Ages from this, how do we find 
it all torn to pieces, by the private Divifi- 
ons of the feveral Countries, and the juft 
Reaffunrption of their injur’d Neighbours ? 
The Spanifh Monarchy fuffer’d the Defe@ion 
of the Dutch, and bya bloody Warof 40 
Years continuance, andthe Expence of 38@ 
Millions, fets down Impoverifh’d, Maim’d, 
and Diflocated, and has fromthattime mi- 
ferably declin’d in Force, and dwindled away 
into all manner of Deficiencies aad Jmpo- 
tence, both in Armsaad Politicks, till they 
are become the Contemptof the World, as 
itis this Day. 

The Emperor of Germany, carrying on 
his Tyranny to the heigth of Oppreffion 
and Perfecution, fuffersthe Eruption of the 
Swedes, under the Great Guftavus Adolphus, — 
who, joyn’d with the Opprefs’d Proteftants, 
have had their turn in finking his Ufurp’d 
Authority, ard having in two Years and three 
quarters pierc’d three fourths of the Empire, 
had the Honour to Eftablith the Proteltanc 
Religion in Germany, and reftore the Liber- 
ties of allthe Empire in the famous Trea- 
ty of Munfter. 

Ever fince thefe two Blows, the Houfe of 
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Aufirla has dectar’d, and are by degrees 
Come to that Meanne(s, that without the A- 
gency and Prote@ion of Neighbouring 
Powers they could not fubfift, and at this 
Day have been Infulted on all occafions, and 
four Years fince by theDuke of Bavaria, foon 
after by his own Subjeéts in Hungaria, and 
aow with the laft Contempt by the Swedes. 

See the Fruits of Tyranny and Ambiti- 
on inthe Falland Declenfion of this Houfe 
of Tyrants ; the Bourbonne Tyranny begins 
its Rife, Henry kV of Francc, had laid the 
Foundation of a prodigious Monarchy, the 
Politicks of a Richlieu and a Mazarine fup- 
port it, and the great Genius of the pre- 
fent King of France finifhes it-— In this en- 
creafe of their Fortunes, the firft deprefs’d 
the Proteftant Intereft, which in nine Ci- 
vil Wars had ftood its Ground, againft the 
whole Power’ of the Fresch Government : 
from hence they proceed by Politick and 
wonderful fteps to raife their native ftrength 
and this principally by amaffing prodigious 
Wealth, and extending their vaft Reve- 
nues 5 then employing that Wealth in buil- 
ding Navies, encouraging Navigation, For: 
tifying their naked Coaft, and multiplying 
their Seamen, by which in 60 Years, from 
being in a condition at Sea, too. weak to re- 
duce the City of Roche}, without borrowing 
Ships from England and Holand, they have 
fince appear’d in the Gcean too trong for 
the wholé Naval Strength, both of England 
and Holand United together, and have bold- 
fy Fac’d us both at our own Deors, and 
made us retreat before them. 

_ By their admiral Dexterity and and Appli- 
cation, they have made themfelves ghe Pat- 
terh of Difcipliae, and. of: all.the Arts of 
Wat they have brought their moft defpi- 
cable Infantry ta be good Traops, and have 
made the French Foot fight, who ia all for- 
mer Service were reckon’d next to'no 


body. 

By thefe Methods, and the Weaknefs ana 
Divifjons of the Houle of Auftria, the French 
Kings have cut themfelves out large Acquifi- 
tions ffom the Eftates of their Impotent 
Neighbours, which added so France have 

reatly éncreas’d their Dominions, and con- 

equently their Revenues and Power. 

Thus they haye got dl/atiz, and ,all the 
Country between the Saar and the Roine 
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from the Emperor—From the Saar to the 
Mofelle, from the oh of Lorrain, Bure 
gundy, and the Fra#the Compté, from the 
Spainiards, Pignerob and Savoy, from the 
Duke of that Name, Artois, Luxembergh, 
part of Brabant, Hainault, and Flanders in 
the Low Countries, and thefe upon the 
Treaty of Nimeguen were generally con- 
ceeded to them, and by thefe Additions,and 
with the excelent management both of their 
Force and Treafure, they have’ now care 
riedona War agaieft all Europe fora long 
time, and yet til) now, the whole Confede- 
rate Power have loft Ground one time with 
another, and have never been able to fet 
their Foot into France to any purpofe. 

At laft the time of Retriburion feems to 
be come, and the Jajur’d. Princes round 
them begin to lay hold of him on every fide, 
and pull their Plumes from him, and he is 
in a fair way to be leit naked aud weakned 
to the Power of thofe hic had Oppreis’d. 

And thus Tyrauny often concludes,’ and 
fo may it always conclude.
